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ASK John Hutchinson who was the 
man most responsible for keeping the 
players together during cash-strapped 
Eastern Pride’s journey to the grave 
last season and the answer hits you 
quicker than a Pablo Cardozo volley. 

Clayton Bell. it’s was him who kept 
us all going when we weren't getting 
paid," the Spirit midfielder declared 

"He would be constantly talking to 
us, keeping our enthusiasm up and let- 
ting us know just what was going on. 

“He's only 23, 24 but he handled that 
responsibility very well. I've gota lot of 


respect for him. 

Hutchinson and Bell, along with 
Wollongong’s Naum Sekulovski, were 
the only three Pride players to be 
picked up by rival NSL clubs after the 
Gippsiand-based club's demise. 

Spirit coach Mick Hickman quickly 
lured “Hutch” to North Sydney Oval, 
while Bell moved to Bob Jane Stadium 
to begin a new life with South 
Melbourne. 

The pair hasn't seen each other since 
escaping the Eastern Pride knackery, 
but tonight come face-to-face when the 
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Spirit host the proud Victorian club, 

"Clayton was picked up by a good 
club and he deserved to be," 
Hutchinson said of the hard-working 
South midfielder. 

"He is a very good player who gives 
it 100 per cent every time he steps on 
the park, so | wasn't surprised when he 
got a start with South. 

“He'll be good value for them.” 

South have been anything but good 
value over the first five rounds of the 
NSL. 

The four-time league champions are 
anchored near the foot of the table and 
arrive at North Sydney Oval desperate- 
ly in need of an upturn in fortunes. 

Hutchinson doesn’t need to be 
reminded how dangerous the visitors 
could prove. 

“They are a very proud club and they 
would be hurting at the moment,” he 
said. 

“1 don't know what the problem is 
but they've got too many quality play- 
ers to remain where they are at the 
moment, 

"I'm sure it’s only a matter of time 
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before they hit some form but we've 
got to make sure it’s not at our 
expense.” 

Spirit have concerns of their own 
heading into tonight’s encounter. 

You have to go way back to 
December 22, 2000 to find the club’s 
last victory at home. 

For those of you counting, that’s 10 
games without success, 

“We are mindful of the fact that we 
let the fans down against Olympic (a 
fortnight ago) and if we want them to 
come back we've got to start producing 
at home," Hutchinson conceded. 

"| don’t think it’s a case of nerves or 
pressure because we all love the 
atmosphere of playing before a big 
crowd at North Sydney. 

“We've just got to cut out those laps- 
es in concentration that cost us goals. 

“Keeping the foot down for the 
whole 90 minutes is the key." 

Hickman's men know it’s stand and 
deliver time.

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\T raised barely a ripple in the 
media but Michael Cartwright 
chalked up a proud personal mile- 
stone up in Queensland last week, 

Saturday night’s game against 
the Brisbane Strikers was the 
defender’s soth at NSL level, a 
hefty achievement for a player 
aged just 22, 

The former Adelaide City and NZ 
Kingz star was acutely aware of the 
Statistic and handed in a typically 
fobust performance as Northern 
Spirit fought out a 1-1 draw. 

“Fifty games in the NSL level 
means you are doing something 
right with your chosen career,” 
Cartwright told Spirit News. 

“It means you are on the right 
track as a professional footballer in 
this country and | am now setting 
my sights on making it 100 and 
then 150. 

"It is pleasing to come to a new 
club and snare a place in the start- 
ing lineup, 

"Northern Spirit has a very pro- 
fessional set-up and | am enjoying 
my football here immensely. 

"With the exception of the 3-0 
loss to Olympic at home, we have 
had a fair start to the new season. 
You can tell we have a strong unit, 
a team that can challenge for the 
finals and hopefully go all the way. 

"We just need to start winning 
games at home. Our loss to the 
Sharks at North Sydney Oval was a 
shocker and really shook the play- 
ers up. 

“We are much, much better than 


that and aim to make amends 
when we face South Melbourne 
this week,” 

Cartwright was one of eight 
major signings made by coach 
Mick Hickman for the 2001-02 sea- 
son. 


But he looks back with a degree 
of amazement at the circum- 
stances surrounding his signing. 


"| was playing for the Kingz in 
New Zealand when Spirit came 
over for a competition game,” he 
recalled. 

"It had been my job to mark 
Ben Burgess and he scored twice 
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as Spirit chalked up a 2-1 win. 

“After that, the last thing | would, 
have thought about was Spirit’ 
showing an interest in me, but 
they approached my manager and 
asked a few questions about my 
plans for this year. 

“They kept in touch for the 
remainder of the season and | 
ended up signing a contract." 

Cartwright has settled quickly 
into a unit handy to Dee Why 
beach. He loves the lifestyle of a 
district. affectionately dubbed 
“God's Country” and is looking 
forward to his first full summer in 
the coastal suburb. 

“The beaches are great but I'm 
also a pretty keen golfer," he said, 
“There are some great courses 
here and I'm going to enjoy explor- 
ing them,” 

Cartwright played his early NSL 
football under the expert tutelage 
of Adelaide maestro Zoran Matic, a 
man renowned for sending out 
technically correct and strong 
defensive players. 

Nicknamed “horse” because of 
his willingness to do the heavy 
work, Cartwright has made a fine 
first-up impression with Spirit fans 
and looks like being a key man in 
coach Hickman’s match strategies, 

Watch him in action against the 
visitors from South Melbourne 
tonight. He is a defender with a 
natural dislike of net-threatening 
forwards and paramount in his list 
of dislikes is the word “losing.” 


AT the start of the month 
Jacob Rex was cleaning soccer 
boots, washing jerseys and 
banging in pegs to hold the nets 
in place at North Sydney Oval. 

The teenaged Spirit goalkeep- 
er was a little known gloveman 
~albeit one with Under-17 inter- 
national experience — biding his 
time as he serves a long 
apprenticeship in Spirit's youth 
ranks, 

But that was then. 

Last weekend Rex was named 
as a shadow goalkeeper for 
Spirit's first grade squad after 


regular custodian Lupce 
Acevski broke down with a 
thigh injury. 


And, by the time you read this, 
the rangy No 1 will be five days 
into a four-week “work experi- 
ence” program with Glasgow 
Rangers. 

Rex, along with clubmate 
Brent Fisher, will be the first to 
benefit from a regular junior 
development program jointly 
set-up by Spirit and their 
Scottish owners, 

The pair will eat, sleep and 
drink football for a month, train- 
ing with the Rangers squad, 
which includes Socceroos Tony 
Vidmar and Craig Moore, and 
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attending home and away fix- 
tures in the Scottish Premier 
League. 

No wonder Rex is finding it 
hard to keep his feet on the 
ground. 

"To be called in as standby to 
the first grade squad in the 
same week | fly out for Glasgow 
is just incredible," he said 
before leaving Australia. 

“To be part of the set-up ata 
club like Rangers for four weeks 
will be an experience of a life- 
time. 

"It will be a notch or two up on 
what I’ve been used to and it 
will be amazing to think what I'll 
be able to learn from one of the 
biggest clubs in the world." 

Fisher, who only arrived at 
Spirit in August, is equally excit- 
ed. 

“| am looking forward to 
absorbing as much as possible. 
Just to train alongside these 
guys is going to be great,” the 
New Zealand-bor striker said. 

The scheme is the brainchild 
of Northern Spirit director of 
football Bill Collins, who has 
maintained strong ties with 
Rangers since his days as club 
physio. 

The Spirit boss, who will act 


.. 
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as chaperone on the inaugural 
trip, knows better than most 
how valuable four weeks at 
Ibrox will be to both Rex and 
Fisher. 

“Just by training with the team 
they will take away all sorts of 
knowledge on how to prepare 
for matches and training and 
how to handle themselves as 
professional footballers — not to 
mention the skills and confi- 
dence they will pick up from 
training with the calibre of play- 
er at Rangers,” he said. 

“We have set this up as part 
of our on-going relationship 
with Rangers and the benefits 
for both parties are immeasura- 
ble. 

“Our players return with this 
incredible experience under 
their belts and Rangers will be 
happy if they get one Northern 
Spirit player who makes it to 
their first team every few 
years.” 

The sabbaticals will take place 
every few months, with Joeys 
vice-captain and Spirit youth 
team skipper Alex Wilkinson 
included on the next tour in 
January.

NORTHERN Spirit's Pablo Cardozo 
is at the striker’s end of North 
Sydney Oval this Friday night, 
perched on 99 not out after scoring 
against Brisbane in the 1-1 draw last 
Saturday at Ballymore. 

The stylish forward rocketed 
Northern Spirit into the lead with a 
goal just 20 seconds after half time. 

It was his 99th goal in the NSL 
and edged him closer to the magical 
*Century Club," in which he will be 
the 13th player inducted. 

Spirit fans will be hoping the 
induction takes place at North 
Sydney Oval against South 
Melbourne but it almost happened 
at Ballymore when he hit a scream- 
ing 20m free kick that was tipped 
over the bar by an out-stretched 
Brisbane goalkeeper Jason Kearton. 


After Kearton stopped Cardozo’s 
strike It was his defenders that 
twice denied Northern Spirit. 

Firstly an Adrian Cervinski header
